New York, October 19.—Representa- 
tive Otto G. Foelker, the man who was 
earried from his sick bed into the 
State senate chamber to cast the de- 
ciding vote for the anti-racing bills 
urged Governor Hughes, took the 
Stand as a sworn witness today and 
told the Merritt joint legislative com- 
mittee the details of an alleged at- 
tempt in 1908 by former State Senator 
Frank J. Gardner, who is now under 
arrest, to buy his vote. Gardner was 
called to the stand, but refused to 
testify. Robert Elder, first assistant 
district attorney of Kings county 
(Brooklyn), repeated a conversation 
which he says ype had with Gardner in 
March last and which previously had 
been referred to as a “confession.” 

Mr. Elder did not vouch as of his 
own Knowledge for the truth of what 
he repeated, but he gave for what it 
might be worth testimony that ine 
volved more names of men now high 
in the social and business world than 
any yet heard in either the Allds hear- 
ing or any of the previous sessions 
of the present committee of inquiry. 

The Dinner at Delmonico's. 


The narrative told briefly of a din- 
ner at Delmeonico’s of prominent men 
friendly to the race tracks, of $500,000 
subscribed to a corruption fund, of the 
distribution of this fund to politicians 
and to well-Known political corre- 
spondents at Albany of the New York 
newspapers and of the secret griev- 
ance of the jate Senator Patrick Me-

He mentioned the names 
of several men who were there, in- 
cluding members of the Metropolitan 
Turf Association and the bookmakers. 
He said that among the men there— 
that I remember—were James R. 
Keene, David Mitchell, Mr. Parsons, 
Harry Payne Whitney and Charles H. 
Hyde.” 

Charles H. Hyde is now chamberlain 
of New York city and was formerly a 
law partner of Mayor Gaynor. James 
R. Keene is the well-known racing 
man and millionaire stock market 
operator. “Mr. Parsons” was net fur- 
ther identified. 

Dispute About Handling the Money. 

“He (Gardner), continued Mr. . El- 
der, “said there was a dispute about 
who should handle the money. Finally 
he said $125,000 was given to James 
to take care of three or four 
members of the legislature—Tammany 
men, he said.” 

James C. Gaffney is president of the 
Gaffney Construction Company, which 
has handled many municipal contracts.

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TROPICAL STORM 
PASSES TO SEA 


Dead Calm Prevails: at 
Savannah After Blow. 


Erratic Hurricane Wrought 
Heavy Property Losses Along 
Peninsula and Georgia Coast. 

Marine Traffic Is Demoral- 
ized. 


Savannah, Ga., October 19.—An al- 
most dead calm this afternoon and 
tonight marked the passage of the 
tropical hurricane and brought rélief 
to the people of this city and vicinity. 
Reports tonight from the loca) weather 
bureau indicate that the storm has 
passeq out to sea between here and 


Charleston, and that nothing more se- 
rious than high winds may be ex- 
pected during the night and tomorrow. 

Late reports from the ocean’ resorts 
along the coast are to the effect that 
no loss of life has resulted from the 
hurricane. Property damage also will 
be less than first reported, but no es- 
timate can as yet be made, owing to 
the lack of communication with points 
along the coast. 

Throughout the storm territory to- 
day high.winds prevailed, but the rain 
had cease, and business, which had 
been at a standstill for nearly two 
days, was generally: resumed. The 
most serious phase of the situation 
was the absence of definite news of 
several vessels at. sea, including the 
tug Alexander Jones, with a cr°-w 
nine men, missing off the Florida 
coast. The revenue cutter Yamacraw, 
from Savannah, has been ordered to 
sea in search of the missing vessel. 

Storm Worst in Years. 

News from Brunswick, St. Simons 
and Tybee tonight indicates that tne 
storm was the worst in many years, 
but fio loss of life resulted. Huge 
waves swept over the sea walls in 
most places, flooding streets and the 
first stories of houses and stores in 
the lower sections of the towns, but it 
is stated that a conservative estimate 
will place the less at these points at 
less than $200,009. 

The only points in Florida to be 
reacheg by telegraph tonight were 
Jacksonville and St. Augustine, but the 
government wireless station at Tampa 
was again in working order Jate today. 
News from these points was to the 
effect that the gale had reached a; ve- 
locity of more than 60° miles an hour 
agross the entire Florida peninsula. 

Wireless messages from Tampa, the 
first definjte news since that city was

Jacksonville, Fla., October 19.— 
Leaving damages from the east to 
west coast the tropical hurricane 
passed over the peninsula into ihe 
Atlantic last night, and the wind has 
shifted from the northwest te _ the 
southeast—still blowing a gale of be- 
tween 30 and 45 miles an hour. 

The damage to the city of Jackson- 
ville is confined to the sinking of 
several barges and small craft, the 
destruction of roofs ang signs and the 
destruction of a $25,000 green hiuse 
near the city. The rain during the 
hurricane, 5.32 inches during the in- 
tensity of the storm, has also added to 
the damages. 

Wires are down all through 
state, and are very little better than 
yesterday.

Galveston, Texas, October 19.—So 
far as the local weather bureau can 
anticipate, ail danger of the guif storm 
being felt along the Texas coast has 
passed, but an unusually severe 
“norther,’’ which ig sweeping the Pan 
Handle and advancing into the south- 
western section of the state tonight, 
is causing some concern. At San An- 
tonio the first effects of the climatic 
disturbance was felt at 7 o'clock. 

At that hour a temperature of §s0 
degrees was reported with the mer- 
cury rapidly falling and a barometer 
of 29.84. Corpus Christi reported the 
barometer and tempera.iure readings, 
and at Galveston the barometer was 
comparatively low, 29.80. The “norther’’ 
should reach Galveston tomorrow 
morning.

WILL ENFORCE 
HAUL PROVISION 


state Commerce Board. 


Long and Short Haul Provision 
of Amended Interstate Com- 
merce Act Will Be Strictly 
Administered, According to 


Order. 


Washington, October 19.—In a formal 
order issued today, the interstate com- 
merce commission announced its inten- 
tion to administer strictly section 4 
(the long and short haul provision) of 
the recently amended interstate com- 
merce act. The order was the out- 
growth of a hearing held by the com- 
mission two weeks ago on the matter 
of the application of interstate car- 
riers generally for relief under the long 
and short haul provision. 

By the terms of the order, there will 
be no change in the existing status or 
in the esent rights of carriers until 
Februahy i7, 1911. They may file with 
the commission such changes in rates 
and tariffs as ordinarily would be filed 
in the course of their business under 
the present rate bases or adjustments. 
This accords to the transportation com- 
panies the right even to file higher 
rates or fares to intermédiate points 
and through rates or fares higher than 
the combinations of the intermediate 
rates or fares, provided that in so do- 
ing the discrimination against interme- 
diate points is not made greater than 
in existence on August 17, 1910. 

Rates Subject to Complaint. 

The commission announces that, 
through this permission, it does not 
necessarily approve any rates or fares 
that may be filed, all of them being 
held subject to complaint,’ investiga- 
tion, an dif necessary, to correction if 
they be found in conflict with the law. 

It is ordered “that the commission 
reaffirm its previously expressed view 
that a through rate or fare that is 
higher than the combination. of the 
intermediate rates or fares is prima 
facie unreasonable, and will insist upon 
the application of that principle at the 
earliest possible date in every instance 
except possible extreme and very un- 
usual cases.” 

This is understood by the commission 
to mean that only in extraordinary 
conditions will it exercise its authority 
confered by congress to permit in its 
discretion, technical violations of the 
long and short haul provision. 

The order provides that such carriers 
as may desire to be relieved of the re- 
quirements of section 4 of the act 
shall file with the commission on or 
before February 17, 1911, applications 
as provided for by the law.

DEATH SENTENCE 
“FOR MNAUGHTON 


Doctor Found Guilty of 
Flander’s Death. 


Jury Returned Verdict of Guil- 
ty, After Being Out Eight 
Hours --- McNaughton Sen- 
tenced to Be Hanged De- 
cember 9. 


Swainsboro, Ga. October 19.—After 
being out al! night, the jury in the case 
of Dr. W. J. McNaughton, charged 
with poisoning Fed Flanders with 
murderous intent last June, returned a 
verdict of guilty early today. 

Judge Gilbert sentenced McNaughton 
to hang December 9. Counse] for the 
defendant filed a motion for a new 
trial. It will be heard in Columbus 
November 23. Judge Gilbert signed 
an order staying the execution pend- 
ing the disposition of the motion. 
Case Attracted State-Wide Attention. 

This case has attracteqg widespread 
attention throughout this section of 
the state. 

Flanders’ wife was indicted jointly 
with McNaughton on the theory that 
she and the doctor conspired to kill 
her husband so they could marry each 
other and enjoy Flanders’ property. 
‘The wife has not been tried, her case 
having been severed. 

The fact that Flanders had been 
murdered almost escaved the notice of 
the authorities in Emanuel] county. 
Flanders had been buried several days 
when the conduct of McNaughton anil 
Mrs. Flanders aroused the suspicion 
of people here and started an investi- 
gation which resulted in a post-mor- 
tem and murder warrants. 

The trial of Mrs. Flanders was con- 
tingent upon the conviction of Dr. 
McNaughton, as her part 
is alleged to have been that 
cessory. Her trial has not 
signed. 

Mrs. Flanders will probably be tried 
at an adjourned term of Emanuel 
perior court in December.

WELLMAN HOPES 
TOCROSS OCEAN 


He Believes the Air Voy- 
age Is Possible. 


Not Discouraged by the Fail- 
ure of First Attempt---The 
Trent, Bearing Wellman and 
His Crew, Has Reached New 
York. 


New York, October 19.—Walter 
Wellman and his five companions were 
landed here this afternoon by the 
steamship Trent, which picked them 
up at sea after they had abandoned 
their dirigible balloon America and 
failed in the first attempt ever made to 
cross the Atlantic through the air. A 
bruised right hand which Wellman 
carried in a sling was the only phys- 
injury that resulted from their 
long voyage of approximately 900 
miles and fa\rescue, the like of which 
is unknown to all history. 

None of the aeronauts expressed re- 
gret for the loss of the America. They 
agreed that it had served its purpose 
and taught its lesson. All stand ready 
to renew the attempt as soon as Well- 
man and his engineers find a way to 
conquer the di7% culties that brought 
their first trip to its thrilling end 
last Tuesday morning, 400 miles south- 
east of Sandy Hook. Wellman is con- 
fident that the voyage across the At- 
lantic can be made, 

Standing on the deck of the Trent, 
clad in the same suit of khaki he wore 
when he and his crew launched the 
America last Saturday at Atlantic 
City, Wellman made this statement: 
Equtilabrator Caused Failure of Trip. 

“We thought we could no. get along 
without the equilabrator. Now we fin: 
out we could not get along with it: 
Our plans for the future are indefinite 
until we find something that will do 
what we thought the equilabrator 
would do.” 

The “equilabrator,’’ to 
man attributes the failure of his voy-

Irwin figures that the America 
Sailed about 870 miles from Atlantic 
City to a point off Nantucket, 275 miles 
from Nantucket northeast avout: 140 
miles until the storm caught her and 
Carried her southeast to the point of 
rescue, a distance of 455 miles. 

This does not count for the turns 
drifting backwards and forth, caused by 
the variable winds when the lugging

Weather Will Be Cold, and 
May Be Raining in Morning 
Chance Will Depend Upon 

. Reulbach Today, Says Chica- 
go—Report Mack Will Use 
Plank or Coombs. 


Chicago, October 19.—Fears that a 
rainstorm threatened by the United 
States weather bureau would prevent 
the first western game between the 
Philadelphia American League baseball 
team and the Chicago National team 
tomorrow were partly allayed tonight, 
The weather bureau revised its esti- 
mate made during the day and tonight 
asserts that if any rain falls it will be 
in the morning and not be sufficient 


to interfere with the game. 
In spite of this no hopes are held out 
for a continuation of the warm weather 


of the first two games. A decided drop 
in temperature that means discomfort 
and overcoats for the spectators is 
assured. The special night forecast 
made in response to requests of hun- 
dreds of baseball enthusiasts is as 


follows: 
Cold Weather for Game. 

“Thursday, partly cloudy; may be 
light shower between midnight and 
noon. The afternoon temperature will 
be between 40 and 50 degrees, with the 
wind high anq gusty from the north- 
Friday clear and fair, but cold.” 

With the return of the twice-defeat- 
ed Chicago Nationals and the arrival of 
the victorious American League team 
today, supporters of the western men 
took on new hope. 

The teams reached Chicago early in 
the afternoon on two sections of a 
special train traveling about ten min- 
utes apart. They made the trip from 
Philadelphia in a little more than sev- 
enteen hours and cheers from crowds 
gathered at nearly every station indi- 
cated an interest in the baseball play- 
ers scarcely second to a presidential 
train. 

Fans Greet Teams. 

While the welcome in this city was 
not what micht have been given a vic- 
terious team, many hundred loyal fol- 
lowers of the Chicago team were at the 
depot to greet both teams. ‘The Amer- 
jean train, the first to arrive, carried 
Manager Mack and his team, Umpires 
Rigler, Sheridan, O'Day and Connolly. 
Most of the men were recognized as 
tHey stepped from the train, and each 
individual was cheered heartily. 

When the National train rolled in a 
special guard of policemen was neces- 
sary. The train contained the team, 
members of the national. commission, 
Charles P. Taft, President Murphy, of 
the National League, and newspaper 
writers. . 

With the appearance of the Chicago 
players, Chicago confidence took a 
spurt. There is a feeling expressed 
among members of the team that the 
result of tomorrow's game will have 
a decided effect on the series. Both 
teams expressed their confidence. The 
managers, on the other hand, were un- 
willing to make any definite statement. 

Pitchers Not Known. 

Manager Mack asserted tonight that 
he dia not know what pitcher he would 
have in the box when the first Chicago 
player takes his bat in hand. “I can't 
tell vou who will be used in either of 
the Chicago games,” he declared, “and 
I won't know until I reach the field.” 

Despite this, there is a belief that 
either Plank or Coombs will pitch the 
first zame for the easterners, and Ben- 
der will pitch for them Friday. 

Either Pfeister or Reulbach is ex- 
pected to be in the pitcher’s box for the 
Nationals tomorrow, with the likeli- 
hood of Cole for Friday. The possibil- 
ity of a straight three-days’ schedule 
for Chicago in case rain should prevent 
tomorrow's contest may cause both 
Frank Chance, of the Chicago team, 
and Manager Mack to change their 
plans. 

Chance’s players are determined to 
make up for their two losses and the 
train on which they returned from 
Philadelphia lacked the joyousness of 
the eastern bound train Saturday night.

The market opened firm at an ad- 
Vance of 13@17 points, on the higher 
cables and unsettled weather aiong 
the Atlantic coast. At first there seem- 
ed a disposition to believe that the low 
temperatures reported in the norta- 
west might work eastward, rather than 
southward, into the beit and that the 
West Indian storm would hug the 
coast instead of heading inland, There 
was consequently a good deal of sell- 
ing on the early advance, but trade 
interests were big buyers and later 
demand became general, following the 
western belt forecast predicting frost 
in north Oklahoma tonight and re- 
ports from the eastern belt indicating 
that the tropicai storm was hurting 
the crop in south Georgia and was 
sweeping northward, causing heavy 
rains and high winds extending int» 
the Carolinas.

ADVANCE IN STOCKS 
MEETS WITH A CHECK 


No Demand Exists for the 
Higher Range, Owing to 
oreign Money Rates. 


New York, October 19.—The seasi- 
tiveness of the stock market today io 
the prospect of an advance in the 
Bank of England discount rate to- 
morrow strengthened the conviction 
thar borrowing abroad had been relied 
on to carry on the campaign for the 
rise. Discounts in London were con- 
ditional on the bank rate, and convic- 
tion being general that an advance 
would occur, but whether to 4% or 5 
per cent was left conjectured in the 
advices by cable. Another withdrawal! 
of gold from the bank to the amount 
of $4,750,000 for shipment to Egypt 
and prospect of continued demand for 
Indian account, made the ostensible 
ground for the expected action of the 
bank. 

Efforts to séll stocks developed that 
no demand existed at the higher range 
to which prices had been pushed and 
concessions were found necessary in 
order to execute selling orders. The 
arbitrary way in which prices were 
marked up just as the marke. closed 
yesterday, followed by this withdrawal 
of demand today, begot the suspicion 
that an advantageous basis for sell- 
ing stocks was all that was sought 
by yesterday’s laie maneuver. The 
final hour today saw a like bidding 
up of prices. It then gave way again. 

One factor that added to the feeling 
ef suspicion which awoke today was 
the character of some rumors of 
“deals” which came into view yester- 
day and the failure of any authentic 
confirmation for them today. The pe- 
riod is not regarded as propitious for 
granddiose projects of railroad combi- 
nation, either from a money market Or 
a political standpoint. The motive for 
the stimulated speculation has been 
studied in the light of the large part 
supposed to have been played by the 
some forces in the markets of last 
year and the belief that large accum- 
ulations yet remained in the same 
hands as a residue from those opera- 
tions. It was inferred, therefore, that 
a desire to reduce that residue on ad- 
vantageous terms and to provide re- 
sources for fresh underwritings which 
must be undertaken before  iong, 
prompted the stiffening up of specu- 
lative activity at this time. 

The refusal of the supreme court of 
the petition for a rehearing of the 
Missouri river rate cases, which was 
neglected when first announced on 
Monday has had further attention by 
reason of public discussions of its 
scope. The principles embraced in 
the decision in confirming the exten- 
sive powers over railroads claimed by 
the interstate commerce commission 
was deemed of great importance and 
the matter was made the ground for 
some selling of stocks. Weakness in 
the London copper market took the 
edge off the new confidence felt in the 
trade position. Southern storm damage 
and forecast of frost in the cotton 
belt were cited as depressing factors.
